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Tri-community 
voters opt for 
Trump, Hillary 


Voters in Van Buren Township, Sumpter 
Township, and Belleville like Donald 
Trump and Hillary Clinton — and they said 
so with their votes in Tuesday’s Presidential 
Primary election. 

In Van Buren Township Republican 
voting, Trump got 1,198 votes (43.53%); 
Cruz, 606 (22.02%); Kasich, 545 (19.8%); 
Rubio, 250 (9%); uncommitted, 54; Carson, 
46; Bush, 17; Paul, 10; Christie, Huckabee, 
and Santorum, 5 each; Fiorina, 4; Graham 
and Pataki, 3 each; and 1 write-in. 

Democratic voters in Van Buren 
Township cast 2,689 ballots for Clinton 
(54.38%); 2,158 for Sanders (43.64%), 79 
for uncommitted, 13 for O°’ Malley, 5 for De 
La Fuente; and 1 write-in. 

There are 21,374 registered voters in 
VBT and 7,709 cast ballots for Tuesday’s 
election making a 36.07% turnout. 

In Sumpter Township, in Republican 
voting, Donald Trump got 581 votes 
(52.11%); Ted Cruz, 239 (21.43%); John 
Kasich, 197 (17.67%); Marco Rubio, 57 
(5.11%); uncommitted, 14; Ben Carson, 12; 
Jeb Bush, 7; Carly Fiorina, 2; and Lindsey 
Graham, Mike Huckabee, George Pataki, 
Rand Paul, Rick Santorum, and write-in, 1 
each. 

In the Sumpter Democratic votes, Bernie 
Sanders got 574 (49.87%); Hillary Clinton, 
545 (47.35%); uncommitted, 26; Roque 
Rocky De La Fuente, 4; and Martin J. 
O’ Malley, 2. 

In Sumpter, 2,277 people cast ballots. 

In the city of Belleville, in the Republican 
votes, Donald Trump got 194; Ted Cruz, 
81; John Kasich, 80; Marco Rubio, 41; 
uncommitted, 9; Ben Carson, 5; Rand Paul 
and Jeb Bush, 3 each; and Mike Huckabee, 
2 

In Belleville the Democratic votes were 
Hillary Clinton 277; Bernie Sanders 276; 
uncommitted, 13; and Martin J. O’Malley, 
1. Belleville has 3,216 registered voters and 
991 cast ballots, making a 30.8% turnout. 
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The Belleville High School Boys Basketball Team finished the 
regular season with a record of 16-4, the best regular season 
since 2008-09 (also 16-4). The team also finished 9-1 in the 
Western Wayne Athletic Conference Blue Division tying 
Romulus for the league title. This is the first league title for the 
Boys Basketball Program since 2005-06. Coach for his third 
year is BHS social studies teacher Adam Trumpour. The team 


opened District play at home vs. Taylor Kennedy on March 7 


(and won) and will host the tourney on Wednesday and Friday,

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City approves 2-year MAFF union 
contract in special session March 2

After 50 minutes in closed-door session 
during a special meeting on March 2, the 
Belleville City Council voted unanimously 
to approve a two-year union contract 
with the Belleville local of the Michigan 
Association of Fire Fighters. 

It is effective Feb. 2 and was already 
approved by the union local, which is made 
up of 15 paid-on-call fire fighters. 

The contract will be ready for public 
review subject to final approval by the city’s 
labor attorney John C. Clark of Giarmarco, 
Mullins & Horton of Troy. 

When the Independent asked what the 
attorney was going to do with the contract, 
Mayor Kerreen Conley said he would be 
putting it into final format. 

“T'I clean it up and put it in shape,” Clark 
said. “Then it can be released.” 

This is the first contract for Belleville’s 
fire department, which organized under 
MAFF two years ago. Negotiations have 
been dragging along since they organized 
and even went into mediation. 

Sumpter Township fire fighters organized 
under MAFF and it took just two months to 
get their first contract. 

Nine fire fighters filed into the meeting 
room as the council’s closed-door session 
opened into public session for its vote on 
the contract. Mayor Conley asked each 
fire fighter to identify him/herself and they 
did. 

Belleville union president Brian Blackburn 
said previously that the fire fighters voted 
to join MAFF because they felt the city 
was not treating them fairly. 

After two years of negotiations, in 
January, MAFF executive director Fred 
Timpner said it looked like there would 
have been an agreement in December, but 
the employer backed away from the items 
agreed upon. 

He said the union finally filed for binding 
arbitration because “we’re at an impasse.” 
The state was expected to assign an 
arbitrator by the end of January. 

Timpner said the last agreement was 
taken to the mayor in December and it 
came back changed and there was no 
further movement. 

The cost of binding arbitration was to have 
been split between the city and MAFF and 
would be a total from $10,000 to $20,000, 
split equally, not including the transcript 
and attorney fees, Timpner said. 

The negotiating team for the city was City 
Manager Diana Kollmeyer and attorney 
Clark. Negotiating for the fire fighters 
was union president Brian Blackburn and 
Timpner of MAFF. 

“Hopefully with this two-year contentious 


ordeal behind us we can get back to our 
full attention to safety of the citizens of 
the city of Belleville and surrounding 
communities,” Blackburn said. “We look 
forward to our BLS upgrade program to 
improve our service to the citizens and be 
an improving asset to the community. 

He explained, “Most of our members are 
EMTs or Paramedics, yet our department 
license is only at the Medical First 
Responder level. We are looking to upgrade 
our license to Basic Life Support (BLS) so 
that we can use skills our members already 
have and provide more pre-hospital care to 
our patients. This includes diabetic care, 
use of epi-pens and other pre-hospital care 
that we currently can’t do. We have the 
enthusiastic support of Wayne County to 
do to this.” 

At Monday’s regular meeting of the 
Belleville City Council, in reply to a 
question from the audience on what the 
contract covered, Mayor Conley said it 
covered rates of pay, clothing, and life 
insurance. 

She said the contract is not exclusive, 
which means if the city decides to cover 
the work done by the fire department in 
another way, it can. 


Belleville hires Bruce 
Wood as new Director 
of Public Services

Bruce Wood, currently the Department 
of Public Services Director of Huron 
Township, was confirmed as Belleville’s 
new part-time DPS Director at Monday’s 
regular city council meeting. 

Belleville’s DPS Director Keith Tackett 
has announced he is leaving as of April 
7 and he selected Wood as a suitable 
replacement, since he has known him for 
many years. 

City Manager Diana Kollmeyer agreed 
with Tackett and recommended Wood for 
hire. 

Wood, who is retiring from Huron 
Township at the end of March, has worked 
at Huron Township for 33 years, the last six 
as director. 

Wood will get the same part-time hours 
and pay as Tackett. They will work together 
April 4-7 to get Wood started. 

The council also approved a new contract 
for City Manager Diane Kollmeyer. Her 
original contract expired some time ago 
and was dated Sept. 15, 2012. 

The new contract became effective March 
8 and will run until Dec. 31, 2019.

of her work and she got one comprehensive 
evaluation. She had no salary adjustments 
in eight years and has no increase in salary 
with this new contract. Pay remains at 
$68,000. 

She does get an increase of the city’s 
retirement contribution to 15% of base pay 
and an additional week of vacation. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said Kollmeyer 
came to the job from being a civil service 
employee and would have gotten health 
care after retirement. 


“She stepped out of civil service and 
that’s addressed,” Mayor Conley said. The 
contract agrees that Kollmeyer is entitled 
to the same health care options as active 
employees with the same cost share as 
active employees until she reaches age 
65 at which time she must subscribe to 
Medicare Parts A and B. 

Conley apologized to Kollmeyer 
for having her work so long without a 
contract.

The Charter Township of Van Buren hereby ordains that Section 58-109 
of the Township General Code of Ordinances be amended as follows: 


Sec. 58-109: Prowling. 
No person shall: 


(a) Prowl about the premises of another, in the nighttime, without authority or 
permission of the owner of such premises or without authority or permission 
of the lawful occupants of the premises or an agent of the lawful occupants; 


(b) Engage in any unwarranted loitering in any parking lot or parking garage, 
whether publicly or privately owned at any time of day; or 


(c) Systematically check doors, windows or other means of access to buildings, 
houses or vehicles at any time of day. 


As used in this Section, the following definitions apply: 


(a) Prowl is defined as to lurk in an area with an intent to commit a crime, or to 
rove or go about stealthily. 

(b) Nighttime includes the time period from one-half hour after sunset to one- 
half hour before sunrise. 


Effective Date 


This amendment shall become effective upon publication in a newspaper of 
general circulation within the Charter Township of Van Buren.
